Finds for City in Case 

Involving Issue of 
Unreasonable 
Search, Seizure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13— 
The right of the City of St. Louis 
to inspect a building to deter- 
mine whether it is being used 
illegally as a rooming house’ was 
upheld yesterday by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. 

The decision involved William 
Merrick Hourigan, owner of a 
house at 4047 Delmar boulevard, 
and his janitor, Noble W. Evans. 


Both had been charged with il- 
legal failure to permit a City 
building inspector to enter the 
house for the purpose of check- 
ing the type of occupancy there 
and with illegally hindering and 
interfering with the inspector in 
the performance of his duties. 

In police court, the charges 
were dismissed and the dis- 
missal was upheld by Judge 
David W. FitzGibbon of the 
Court of Criminal Correction on 
the ground the entry of the build- 
ing inspector was a violation of 
state and federal constitutional 
prohibitions against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. 

In an opinion by Judge S. P. 
Dalton of Division One of the 
Supreme Court, the court ruled 
that the constitutional provisions 
do not prohibit reasonable entry 
and inspection of the premises 
where entry is sought “for the 
purpose of administering an 
ordinance relative to the public 
health, safety and welfare.’’ 

Annexation Ruling. 

In another important decision, 
Division Two of the high court 
ruled that annexations of un- 
incorporated areas by St. Louis 
county municfpalities were not 
barred by the fact the county 
itself provides certain municipal 
services to those territories. The 
ruling came on an appeal by the 
city of Olivette from a decision 
by Circuit Judge Noah. Wein- 
stein against Olivette’s petition 
to annex 303 acres north of 
Creve Coeur. 

In the rooming house case, the 
court found that Hourigan, who 
lives at 6900 Melrose avenue, 
University City, had sought a 
rooming house license but had 
been turned down Jan. 28, 1959, 
by the city Board of Public 
Service because of failure of the 
Delmar premises to meet certain 
requirements of the rooming 
house ordinance. 

On July 8, two inspectors 
called at the house to check on 
whether Hourigan was operating 
a rooming house under an occu- 
pancy permit he had obtained 
earlier. They were admitted to 
the basement and first floor by 
Evans, but when they sought 
to question tenants in the build- 
ing, Evans stopped the inspec- 
tion and told them they would 
have to leave. 

Janitor Arrested. 

Accompanied by a_ police 
officer, the inspectors returned 
and when Evans persisted in his 
refusal to admit them, the of- 
ficer arrested the janitor. Houri- 
gan appeared at the Deer Street 
Station as Evans was being 
booked and both men were 
charged. ’

NEW CAMERA CAN 
RECORD BIBLE ON 
FACE OF PENNY 


—The Federal Bureau Investi- | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UPI) 
—The National Bureau of Stand- 
ards says it has developed a 
camera capable of taking such 
tiny photographs that it could 
record the entire Bible on an 
area less than the size of Lin- 
coln’s head on a penny. 

The camera was designed by 
C. S. McCamy, chief of the bu- 
reau’s photographic research 
section, to measure the resolv- 
ing power of photographic films, 
plates and. papers. 

The bureau yesterday released 
a highly magnified photograph 
made with the camera, The pho- 
tograph was a picture of the 
first page of .the Bible occupying 
an area one-millionth the size ot 
the original page. 

Although the individual letters 
are not much larger than some 
bacteria, the page can be read 
easily when viewed at a magnifi- 
cation of 1250 times through a 
fine microscope, the bureau said.

KENNEDY HERE 


Wants Him to Obtain 
Expression of Vati- 


can Support of 
Church-State Views. 


A delegation of Baptist min- 
isters planned to call on Sen- 
ator John F. Kennedy here to- 
night to give him a resolution 
requesting that he obtain an 
expression of Vatican support of 
his views on separation of 
church and state. 

Senator Kennedy, the Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, is 
scheduled to arrive by plane 
from Texas at 6:45 p.m., and 
will be met at Lambert-St.Louis 
Field by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker and Democratic and 
labor leaders. 

The candidate is to speak 
briefly and then go directly 
to the Park Plaza Hotel for the 
night, without any formal meet- 
ing on his schedule this evening. 
He is to speak at 8 a.m. tomor- 
row at Kiel Auditorium, at the 
convention of the International 
Association of Machinists. 

The Machinists’ meeting will 
be open to the public. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce has suggested 
that employes desiring to attend 
be allowed enough time from 
their work to do so. Labor unions 
also are urging their members to 
attend if possible. 

Resolution Voted. 

A resolution adopted yester- 
day by the St. Louis Baptist 
Pastors Conference, at its semi- 
monthly meeting at Tower Grove 
Baptist Church, was brought to 
Kennedy’s attention at Houston, 
Tex., last night.

13 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions relaxed its restrictions on 
airports and broadcasting in The 
Congo today and President Jo- 
seph Kasavubu sought quickly to

Congolse troops loyal to The 
Congo president surrounded the 


Leopoldville radio station short- 
ly after the U.N. bar on political 
broadcasts was lifted. 

The radio. station had been 
Premier Patrice Lumumba’s 
first objective after he was re- 
leased from a brief internment 
by troops yesterday. 

Jean Bolikango, designated as 
Minister of Information in 
Joseph Ileo’s Kasavubu-approved 
cabinet, broadcast his first ap- 
peal to the Congolese. 

He promised an all-out effort 
to find employment and food for 
the masses. He announced that 
Kasavubu has signed new ar- 
rest warrants for Lumumba and 
six of his ministers. 

Says Lumumba Is Hiding. 

Lumumba was deposed offi- 
cially as Premier eight days 
ago, by Kasavubu order, but 
has held onto the job. Bolikango 
said today Lumumba “‘is in hid- 
ing but we will find him for 
the good of the country.” 

U.N. soldiers had been with- 
drawn from the radio station and 
white-helmeted troops supporting 
Kasavubu put their own machine 
guns into position outside the 
building. 

The Ileo government appeared 
to be gaining ground while Lu- 
mumba’s forces were’ beating a 
retreat. But within hours that 
situation could be reversed. 

“Whose troops are you?” 
shouted a reporter to three Con- 
golese soldiers standing guard 
on a Street corner. 

“We don’t know,” one replied 
with a grin. 

‘Shortly after his broadcast, 
Bolikango was driven under an 
escort to the Memling hotel. Be- 
fore some 40 newsmen, he 
pleaded for the West’s help for 
The Congo. 

“Independence has _ brought 
misery, terror and fear to The 
Congo,” Bolikango said. ‘We 
don’t want our people to tell 
you we had clamored for inde- 
pendence to create starvation.” 

Police with bayoneted rifles 
guarded the entrance to the ho- 
tel as Bolikango, leader of the 
Puna party, spoke in fluent 
French. 

Must Account for Acts. 

While stating that new cabi- 
net will not seek venegeanee, 
Bolikango said Lumumba and 
others ‘‘will have to account for 
their acts.” : 

-Bolikango himself was arrest- 
ed by Lumumba about 10 days 
ago on charges of planning to 
assassinate Lumumba. Loyal 
troops freed Bolikango from 
prison. 

Shortly after Bokilango went 
into the radio studio, steel hel- 
meted troops with machine guns 
arrived and lined up with the 
gendarmes who escorted Boli- 
kango. 

Their officers went inside and 
emerged some time later. “We 
are Congolese soldiers in the 
service of our country, we obey 
the orders of the President of 
the republic,”’ their commander 
told reporters.

Twenty of 138 deaths attributed 
to the storm occurred in the 
United States. Many persons in 
the path of the hurricane still 
are listed as missing.

American Aid Plan Approved 
19 to 1 at Bogota Conference 


Only Cuba Votes Against Social Develop- 
ment Proposal —- Session Nears 
Wind-Up. 


BOGOTA, Sept. 13 (UPI) — 
The inter-American Economic 
Conference formally winds up 
today, having approved a United 
States-supported plan for the de- 
velopment of Latin America. 


The conference completed its 
work yesterday with a 19-to-l 
vote approving the Act of Bo- 
gota, which laid the foundation 
for the development program. 
Only Cuba voted against the 
plan. The Dominican Republic 
was absent. 


The United States Congress al- 
ready has voted $500,000,000 to 
finance the initial phase of the 
program, and United States offi- 
cials have promised that further 
funds will be forthcoming as they 
are needed.

The CMQ radio and television 
chain has been under fire frem 
Castro’s men since late March 
when one of its top commenta- 
tors, Luis Conte Aguero, took 
asylum in the Argentine em- 
bassy. He charged the govern- 
ment with persecuting him. 

Following a violent clash in 
late March between Castro and 
anti-Castro men the government 
ordered the freezing of CMQ 
studio’s bank accounts. The gov- 
ernment said it took this step 
against the station owners, Abel 
and Goar Mestre, while it inves- 
tigated possible collaboration of 
the brothers with the deposed 
regime of Fulgencio Batista. The 
brothers denied any connection 
and later retired. They were 
reported to have left Cuba in 
April for the United States. 

Shipping sources reported yes- 
terday that a Russian freighter 
appeared to have delivered a 
load of arms, including some ar- 
tillery, to Cuba.

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ALCOA TO CLOSE 
FAST SIDE PLANT. 
190 LOSE JOBS 


Shutdown of Chemical 
Facility to Take Place 
Over 18 Months, Be- 


ginning Next Year. 


The 57-year-old East St. Louis 
chemical plant of the Aluminum 
Co. of America, with 490 me- 
chanical, operating and office 
employes, is to be abandoned, 
the company announced today. 

Plant Manager J. W. Wells 
said the shutdown would take 
place over an 18-month period 
starting early in 1961. 

Not involved in the shutdown 
will be about 65 scientists, engi- 
neers and technicians of the 
East St. Louis branch of Alcoa 
Research Laboratories, adjoin- 
ing the plant at 3300 Missouri 
avenue. 

Wells said the plant's inability 
to produce competitively was 
the basic reason for the shut- 
down. 

“A changed aluminum indus- 
try pattern, which has made the 
plant unfavorably located with 
respect to alumina sources and 
distribution of some of its prod- 
ucts, as well as obsolescence of 
equipment, have kept opérating 
costs too high,” Wells added. 

Production will be transferred 
to more modern facilities at 
Bauxite, Ark., and Point Com- 
fort, Tex., it was stated.’ 

Cutbacks in operations at the | 
plant began in November 1957, 
when refining of aluminum ore, 
or bauxite, into alumina, was 
discontinued. This resulted in a 
payroll reduction from 4250 to 
750 persons. 

The plant continued to*manu- 
facture a variety of alumina and 
fluoride chemical products, but 
operation has continued to be 
unprofitable ‘‘despite the splen- 
did effort of our employes to 
operate efficiently and to lower 
costs,” Wells said. — 

Discharged employes will re- 
ceive separation benefits, Wells 
said, adding that more than 
98 per cent of them have suffi- 
cient service to be eligible for 
present or future retirement 
benefits. 

The plant opened as a bauxite 
refining plant in 1903, when its 
principal source of ore was Ar- 
kansas. It remained Alcoa’s sole 
source of alumina, from which 
metallic aluminum is made, until 
1938 when the Mobile (Ala.) 
plant was opened to process 
bauxite from Caribbbean and 
South American deposits.

QUESTION: Senator Kennedy, 
I am K. O. White, pastor of

I believe 
the Senator will wish to correct 
the errors or that he will wish 
to withdraw that section. The 
original draft of the program on 
the interfaith dinner held in the 
Belleview Stratford Hotel on 
Dec. 15, 1947, identified Mr. 
Kennedy, then Congressman 
from Massachusetts, as Honor- 
able John F. Kennedy, Congress- 
man from Massachusetts. Mr. 
Kennedy was never invited as 


This was a private dinner, not 
a public dinner, which did not 
involve my responsibilities as a 
public official. My judgment was 
bad only in accepting it. with- 
out having all the facts, which 
I wouldn’t have done at a later 
date. But I do want to say I 
have been there for 14 years. 
I have voted on hundreds of 
matters, probably thousands of 
matters, which involve all kinds 
of public questions, 
which border on the relation- 
ship between church and state, 
and quite obviously that record 
must be reasonably good or we 
wouldn’t keep hearing about the 
Poling incident. 

I don’t mean to be disrespect- 
ful to Rev. Poling. I have a 
high regard for his son, I have 
high regard for Dr. Poling. -I 
don’t like to be in a debate 
about it. But I must say in 
looking back I think it was im- 
prudent of me to have accepted 
without more information, but I 
don’t really feel that it demon- 
strates unfitness to hold a public 
office. 


THE REV. M. WHITE: The 
reason for our concern is the 
fact that your church has stated 
that it has the privilege and the 
right and the responsibility to 
direct its members in various 
areas of life, including the politi- 
cal realm. We believe that his- 
tory and observation indicate 
that it has done so and we raise 
the question because we would 
like to know if you are elected 
President and your church elects 
to use that pfivilege and obliga- 
tion, what your response will 
be under those circumstances.

KENNEDY: Well .. . I could 
describe—guiding them in what 
area? If you are talking about in 
the area of faith and morals, in 
the constructions of the church. 


I would think any Baptist min- 
ister or Congregational: minister 
has the right and duty to try and 
guide his flock. If you mean by 
that statement that the Pope or 
anyone else could bind me in the 
fulfillment, by a statement in the 
fulfillment, of my public duties, 
I say no. If that statement is in- 
tended to mean, and it is very 
difficult to comment on a sen- 
tence taken out of an article 
which I have not read, but if that 
is intended to imply that the 
hierarchy has some obligation or 
has an obligation to attempt to 
guide the members of the Cath- 
olic church, then that may be 
proper. But it all depends on the 
previous language of what you 
mean by “guide.” If you mean 
direct or instruct on matters 


which I could not subscribe, that

Do you 
still feel these being binding on 
you, that yeu hold your oath of 
office above your allegiance to 
the people on these issues? 

KENNEDY: Well, let us go 
through the issues because I 
don’t think there is a conflict 
on these three issues. The first 
issue as I understand it was on 
the relationship. between the 
Catholics and the state and other 
faiths. 

THE REV. MR. McLAREN: 
No, the separation of church 
and state, explicitly,— 

KENNEDY: I support that, 
and in my judgment the Ameri- 
can bishops statement of 1948 
clearly supported it. That in my 
judgment is the view held by 
Catholics in this country. They

accept, I learned through my | 
administrative assistant, who 
had friends in Philadelphia, two 
things: First, that I was listed

I would not look with favor 
upon a President working to 
subvert’the First Amendment’s 
guarantees of religious liberty. 
Nor would our system of checks 
and balances permit him to do 
so—and neither do I look with 
favor upon those who would 
work to subvert Article VI of 
the Constitution by requiring a 
religious test—even by indirec- 
tion—for it. If they disagree 
with that safeguard, they should 
be out openly working to re- 
peal it. 


I want a chief executive 
whose public acts are respon- 
sible to all groups and obli- 
gated to none—who can attend 
any ceremony, service or din- 
ner his office may appropri- 
ately require of him— and 
whose fulfillment of his presi- 
dential oath is not limited or 
conditioned by any religious 
oath, ritual or obligation. 


This is the kind of America 
I believe in—and this is the 
kind I fought for in the South 
Pacific, and the kind my 
brother died for in Europe. 
No one suggested then that 
we might have a “divided 
loyalty,” that we did “not 
believe in liberty” or that we 
belonged to a disloyal group 
that threatened the “freedoms 
for which our forefathers 
| died.”

| Whatever issue may come 
before me as President — on 
| birth control, divorce, censor-

my conscience tells me to be 
the national interest, and with- 
out regard to outside religious 
pressures or dictates. And no 
power or threat of punishment 
could cause me to decide other- 
wise.

The Loss in Illiteracy 
The recent Everyday Magazine 
article, ‘‘What It’s Like to Be an 
Illiterate,” should be read by every 
thinking person in this area. 


If St. Louis is to retain its posi- 
tion economically and culturally it 
must see to it that this group is 
trained. The article states there 
are 73,000 illiterates in the area, 
and that more arrive daily.

A man 
without any education will earn an 
average of $58,000, the elementary 
school graduate $133,000, and the 
high school graduate $165,000.

000 in spending power if they all 
had an elementary education.

‘alive by working with the -Spirit 
of St. Louis Fund.

Dollars and Sanity 


Is it worth $9,000,000-plus to Missourians to 
dispel the dark ages and usher in the twentieth 
century in their treatment of the mentally ill 
and mentally retarded in the next biennium? 
That is the direct question posed by the Ten 
Year Program Dr. Addison M. Duval, director 
of the Division of Mental Diseases, unveiled 
and Missouri’s first Mental Health Conference 
unanimously approved last weekend. 

Dr. Duval, who came to Missouri nearly a 
year and a half ago, offers usa prospectus 
which is impressive for the work and profes- 
sional judgment that have gone into it—in- 
spiring as a vision for the future. Missouri’s 
mental institutions have truly been, in the 
awful words of Dr. William C. Menninger, 
“human warehouses where people are stowed 
away to wait for death.” } 

The Ten Year Program would attack this 
worsening problem with every means that of- 
fers promise of reversing the deadly process. 
Cities and counties or combinations of them 
would be encouraged to set up Mental Health 
Centers staffed with a psychiatrist, a psycholo- 
gist and a social worker and serving areas of 
50,000 population. The state would pay half 
the operating costs. These centers would pro- 
mote early diagnosis and treatment. 

For children with complicated cases, diag- 
nostic hospitals would be set up at the Wash- 
ington University Medical School Department 
of Child Psythology, the University of Mis- 
souri Medical School, and the Kansas City 
Mental Health Foundation. General hospitals, 
which throughout the country admit more 
than half of all psychiatric cases, would be 
encouraged by 50-50 matching grants for op- 
erating costs to expand and improve their 
work in early treatment. 

Mentally retarded children constitute one 
of the most critical areas of neglect in Mis- 
souri. There are 900 too many of them in 
present facilities, their beds crowded into 
hallways, play space and even closets. Seven 
hundred more are in state mental hospitals 
where they do not belong. Still another 600 
are on the waiting list—150 of them emer- 
gency cases. 

Thealen Year Program would add 600 beds 
at the Higginsville and 260 beds at the St. 
Louis schools and hospitals, build a new 1000- 
1500-bed school and hospital somewhere in 
southern Missouri, attempt to handle the esti- 
mated 3000-odd remaining—and the additions 
to their numbers through births in the next 
few years—in the proposed Mental Health 
Centers. 

Costliest of all the Ten Year Program’s pro- 
posals is that for trained personnel. Some 
7% million dollars per biennium would go 
for this purpose alone. But trained people 
are scarce, there is heavy bidding for their 
services, and Missouri pays meager salaries. 


The Ten Year Program may offer scholarships 
in psychiatry, psychology and social work to 
students who would agree to join it after 
graduation. The Missouri Personnel Advisory 
Board is being urged to increase salary scales 
to levels that prevail in neighboring states. 

The Ten Year Program would amend Mis- 
souri legislation by eliminating the provision 
from horse-and-buggy days for a $6 a month 
payment by counties for so-called ‘‘county pa- 
tients’”—an amount now scarcely worth the 
expense of collection. The Juvenile Code, 
vague on the discharge of children referred to 
the Division of Mental Diseases by juvenile 
courts or the State Board of Training Schools, 
would be changed to permit the director of 
the division to return to the committing 
agency children deemed in no further need 
of treatment. 

Treatment of sex offenders, now imprac- 
tically rigid under the Criminal Sexual Psy- 
chopath Law, would be amended to take into 
consideration that some offenders do not 
want treatment, others are untreatable, and 
some are too dangerous to be allowed to re- 
main in the hospital. The court, the mental 
hospital and the State Department of Cor- 
rections would be allowed latitude in deter- 
mining upon an appropriate disposition of 
individual cases. 

The comnfitting court would be made a 
party to the decision whether to discharge 
patients found not guilty by reason of insani- 
ty. The state hospital superintendent now 
makes the decision alone, except in hom.cide 
cases, on which the director of the Division 
of Mental Diseases must concur. 

These are the main points of the Ten Year 
Program. Gov. Blair, who approves, says it 
will take a tax increase to carry them out. 
The committees which Francis Smith, chair- 
man of the State Mental Health Commission, 
is forming to carry the message to the people 
of this state face a formidable task. 

They must convince voters to convince 
enough members of the General Assembly that 
true economy and true humanity go hand-in- 
hand—that it will cost less in the long run to 
spend more now and accomplish something 
in terms of patients treated and taken off the 
taxpayers’ backs, than it will to continue 
spending at the present rate with nothing to 
show for it but an increasing patient popula- 
tion and a mounting financial burden with 
still worse in prospect. 

Francis Smith calls Missouri’s treatment of 
its mentally ill and its mentally retarded “a 
matter of shame.” Can we in this state re- 
sign ourselves to remaining among the third 
of the states that do least for the mentally 
distressed, although we have the wealth and 
the income to do at least as well as the 
average? 


Mr. Nixon’s Beginning 

Vice President Nixon made an impressive 
beginning of his intensive campaign with his 
television appearance on “Meet the Press” 
Sunday. His remarks on the religious issue 
indicated a sincere desire to end the un- 
healthy preoccupation with it; he was quite 
right in saying it would be tragic both at 
home and abroad if the election were de- 
cided on this issue. 

We liked what he said about nuclear test- 
ing; although he would favor resuming under- 
ground tests if negotiations for a test ban 
break down, he says he favors first a strong 
effort to reach agreement on the test ban. He 
took a reasonable stand on federal aid to edu- 
cation when he supported funds for school 
construction but not for teachers’ salaries; a 
case can be made for the view that the federal 
government ought to help build the needed 
schools before it starts paying the teachers. 
While reiterating his agreement with Gov. 
Rockefeller that higher defense expenditures 
are needed, he said he would not give a blank 
check to the Pentagon; and surely most Amer- 
icans would agree that the Pentagon must be 
required to prove its case like any other 
government agency. 

More questionable was Mr. Nixon’s argu- 
ment that since President Eisenhower has 
“done well” with a Democratic Congress he 
could also “do well’ with a Democratic Sen- 
ate provided he had the support of a Republi- 
can House. In the first place a Republican 
House is not at all certain even if Mr. Nixon 
wins; and in the second place, he cannot hope 
to enjoy the ‘‘above-politics” status of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, which is the reason the 
latter has “done well,” if he has. In our view 
the problem of divided government is a real 
one which should be faced, though it is not 
necessarily the crucial issue of the election. 

The crucial issue, as the Vice President in- 
timated, is the world crisis and America’s 
future rgle in it. But having said this, he 
did not say much more about just how, in his 
words, the peace is to be kept without sur- 
render and freedom safeguarded throughout 
the world. In the same way, Senator Ken- 
nedy also says that peace is the most impor- 
tant issue, but he spends most of his time 
talking about something else. We hope both 
men will give detailed attention to the truly 
great question of our time. To conduct a 
genuinely critical and thoughtful debate on 
the future of our foreign policy would be the 
most useful service the presidential candi- 
dates could perform. 


Irresponsible Pilots? 


If the Air Line Pilots Association goes 
through with its plan to cut off all airline 
traffic at the 24 airports served by Southern 
Airways, it will give a first-class demonstra- 
tion of union irresponsibility and of indiffer- 
ence to public welfare. 

The merits of the three-month-old strike 
against this feeder line serving eight states 
in the South should not enter into considera- 
tion of the announced plan for gradual stran- 
gulation of the airports. Even if ALPA is jus- 
tified in its strike against Southern, it cer- 
tainly is not justified in victimizing other 
air lines which use the terminals and are not 
concerned with the fight between ALPA and 
Southern. 

Although the ALPA has done much in past 
years to further safety in air travel, its rec- 
ord is becoming speckled in labor and public 
relations. With tongue in cheek, the union 
last June said it had no control over the 
Eastern Air Lines and Pan American pilots 
who reported “sick” during ALPA’s fight 
against the Federal Aviation Agency’s ruling 
on inspectors riding in the cockpit. It has 
carried on what almost amounts to a running 
feud with FAA over regulations. Its troubles 
have been at least partly diagnosed by James 


M. Landis, the distinguished lawyer and for- 


- 


mer dean of Harvard Law School who was 
head of CAB in 1946 and 1947. Mr. Landis, 
who is campaigning for presidency of the 
union, said that the ALPA needed most of all 
not so much a better union program as a bet- 
ter leadership and organization for carrying 
out the program. 

If the ALPA wants to show that it is a ma- 
ture union with a sense of responsibility for 
the public welfare it could make a good be- 
ginning by dropping the plan to win a victory 

‘over Southern Airways by punishing inno- 
cent bystanders.

A Silly Restriction 


We agree with Mrs. Roosevelt that the State 
Department plan to confine Premier Khrush- 
chev to Manhattan. when he comes to New 
York for the meeting of the United Nations 
General Assembly is “perfectly silly.” The 
department explained its restriction on the 
ground of security, but it appears to be more 
a matter of petty retaliation than concern for 
Khrushchev’s safety. The United States has 
no reason to be hospitable, but a picayunish 
attitude has nothing to commend it, and as 
Senator Mansfield says: ‘The restriction may 
react against the United States throughout 
the world.” 

Francis Wilcox, assistant Secretary of State 
for United Nations Affairs, says the visiting 
heads of government will be divided into 
three groups. Generally speakigg, neutralists 
will be unrestricted and Soviet satellite gov- 
ernment officials will be limited to the extent 
to which their governments limit United 
States diplomats. 


This will place President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser of the United Arab Republic, President 
Tito of Yugoslavia and President Kwame 
Nkrumah of Ghana among the neutralists al- 
lowed free travel. Is there no security prob- 
lem here? The difference between Khrush- 
chev and Nasser and Tito, as far as American 
feelings go, is more one of scope than degree. 
Violent objections on the part of a few anti- 
Tito Americans of Yugoslav descent.or back- 
ground have twice prevented a visit by Mar- 
shal Tito to this country. Because of his at- 
tacks on Israel Nasser is despised by many 
Jews. Nationality groups are similarly op- 
posed to several European Communist leaders. 

A security problem in connection with the 
visitors does exist, and it is made more acute 
by the fact that so many heads of government 
will be here at the same time. Nevertheless, 
the matter could have been handled more 
subtly, to say the least. One possible solution 
would have been to require the filing of 
travel plans, if any, far enough in advance to 
allow security preparations to be made. 

As it stands now, Khrushchev is in a posi- 
tion to make the United States look ridicu- 
lous. What would happen if he got in an au- 
tomobile and headed toward Brooklyn? We 
hope the State Department has an answer. 


The Pennsy Settlement 


It is good that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
strike has been settled, but whether the set- 
tlement itself represents a net gain or a net 
luss for the national economy remains to be 
seen. From inadequate descriptions of the 
numerous terms thus far it would seem at 
least possible that peace has been regained 
at the price of featherbedding, weakening still 
further an already too-far-weakened national 
railroad transportation system. 7 

We think the handwriting on the wall has it 
that featherbedding will be removed from rail 
transport in time, for the simple reason that 
economic survival will demand it. If make- 
work practices cannot be ended by moderate 
means, it seems likely more drastic means 
will come under consideration. Before the 
Transport Workers and System Federation 
unions do too much crowing over the Pennsy 
settlement, they might ponder that. —

Two Editorials Agree That Attacks on Interstate Highway Works Are Distorted

The Iowa Good Roads Association 
is circulating an analysis by the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads of an 
article in the Reader’s Digest which 
was extremely critical of the federal 
Interstate highway program. 


The magazine article, by Karl Det- 
zer, said that the dream of a 40,000 
mile superhighway network “has be- 
come a nightmare of recklessness, ex- 
travagance, special privilege, bureau- 

cratic stupidity and

The Mirror After reading the 
of analysis of Det- 


zer’s article by the 
Bureau of Public 
Roads, we are con- 
vinced that Detzer 
has given a distorted view of the high- 
way program. 


We, suggest that the public would be 
wise to withhold judgment on the 
program until a congressional commit- 
tee completes its study. That commit- 
tee, headed by Representative John A. 
Blatnik (Dem.) Minnesota, can be ex- 
pected to put these boners and mis- 
takes in proper perspective. 

We think the public is forming an 
opinion about the Interstate program 
by more travel and more travel on 
completed sections of it. 


The Interstate roads in Iowa are so 
superior to any other highways in this 
state that there is no comparison. 
Iowans can see the dream coming true 
that Detzer thinks is ‘disappearing in a 
nightmare. A highway system is de- 
veloping that will speed travel, reduce 
accidents, save mileage, cut transpor- 
tation costs and be of great benefit 
both to agriculture and industry in 
marketing their products. 


One example Detzer gave of build- 
ing city roads at Uncle Sam’s expense 
(the United States pays 90 per cent 
of the cost of Interstate roads and 
states pay 10 per cent) was at Omaha, 
Nebr. He said “a super-street is being 
driven through the heart of the city 
at an estimated cost of $42,000,000, 
though an alternate route, around the

town, would cost less than $15,000,000,” 

The United States Bureau of Public 
Roads points out that the Omaha free- 
way location was developed to serve 
the major traffic needs there. About 
20 per cent of the traffic into Omaha 
on the Interstate system will have the 
central business district as its desti- 
nation and 70 per cent wiil be going 
to other points within the city. Only

about 10 per cent will be for points 
beyond the city. 


So it was decided that the freeway 
route through the city should be con- 
structed before a bypass route. 

Much of the criticism of the Inter- 
state planning and cost is due to a 
failure to recognize that the highway 
act providing for this system required 
that “local needs’’—such as those in 
Omaha—be given equal consideration 
with the needs of interstate commerce. 
This was the intent of Congress and it 
was a wise provision. The Interstate 
highways would only add to traffic con- 
fusion within cities, where the prob- 
lem is the greatest, if they merely 
dumped traffic at a city’s doorsteps.

Between Book Ends Guide Posts for the Future 


AMERICANS AT WAR, by T. Harry 
Williams. (Louisiana State University 
Press, 139 pgs., $3.50.) 

Some of the most serious shortcom- 
ings in the military policy of the 
United States have come about, in the 
past, because soldiers and civilians 
alike have failed to heed the lessons 
embodied in our own military history. 
More than once the nation has set up 
a peacetime military establishment 
only to have to do the job all over 
again under the stress of war. The 
reason, the author contends, is that 
the planners forgot, what. our history 
frequently attests, that ‘‘men are vast- 
ly more significant than the structural 
perfection of any system.” 

Dr. Williams, Boyd of his- 
tory at Louisiana State University, 
cites examples ranging from the Revo- 
lution to the Second World | 


vive World War I as an especially sig- 
nificant example. It was not the gen- 
eral staff system itself which was at 
fault the author contends. Instead it 
was Root’s failure to recognize the 
national genius for improvisation ex- 
pressed often in war as well as in 
other areas of national life. 


As an example of successful impro- 
visation Dr. Williams cites the rela- 
tionship, arrived at in 1864, between 
President Lincoln, Gen, Grant and 
Gen. Henry W. Halleck. Lincoln, the 
Commander in Chief, stated the policy 
and the general objectives of strategy. 
Grant, as general in chief put the 
strategy into specific form and super- 
vised its execution. Halleck served as 
the channel of communication between 
the President and his general, and be- 
tween Grant and his 17 department 
commanders. This arrangement stands 


among the ever-increasing complexi- 
ties of modern war seeking a method 
by which its military might, when 
needed, can best be brought to bear. 
The author of this concise study be- 
lieves that in our own military history 
may be found the desired guide posts 
for the future.

And sev- 
eral hundred Chinese experts 
boycotted a world-wide confer- 
ence of Orientalists in Moscow 
last month, reportedly because 
they considered Western acade- 
micians to be ‘‘spies.”’ 


CHINESE HABITS SCORNED 

So far, the official strain and 
ideological sparring between 
Moscow and Peiping and the 
emerging attitudes of ordinary 
Russians toward the Chinese 
appear to be not directly re- 
lated. 

When Russians speak scorn- 
fully of the mass calisthenics of 
Chinese students at Moscow 
University they are not think- 
ing in terms of conflict between 
the Soviet Union and China. 
When the Soviet press obliquely 
attacks Chinese views it is 
careful to say nothing that 
would arouse popular suspicion 
about the health of the alliance 
or antagonism toward the Chi- 
nese revolution. 

The attitudes of ordinary Rus- 
sians appear to derive not from 
serious affairs of state but from 
the disparity in Soviet and Chi- 
nese standards of living. The 
Russians are building up a pic- 
ture of the Chinese Communist 
as a fanatic who embodies the 
revolution, ‘‘knows no Sunday,” 
and feels compelled to wage a 
private war against everything 

**bourgeois.”’ 

It is a stereotyped image, not 
unlike that which many West- 
erners had of Russians in past 
decades. The Russians openly 
wonder how the Chinese would 
surrender so much privacy and 
personal feeling — and property | 
—to the state. 

AND CONVERSELY, accord- | 
ing to Russians, the Chinese are 
becoming haughtily suspicious of 
their Soviet allies, considering 
them too much tempted by crea- 
ture comfort and unstable sup- | 
porters of the world-wide Com- 
munist mission. 

Indeed, the Russians are in- | 
creasingly concerned with com- | 
forts and are eager to enjoy the | 
fruits of national power for 
which they have sacrificed so 
long. They harbor a_ school | 
child’s resentment of the “‘apple | 
polishers’”’ who work | 
for good grades in Communist 
behavior; they are bored with | 
the textbook ideology that fas- | 
cinates first-generation revolu- 
tionaries. 

In fact, thoughtful Russians 
are so unconcerned with the sub- 
tleties of Marxist-Leninist dogma 
that many of them completely 
missed the import of the ob- | 
scurely phrased ideological row | 


between Moscow and Peiping in | 
recent months.

ted the Kremlin’s pleas for mod- 
eration in international policy 
against Chinese calls for bellig- 
erence. But that was on a lofty, 
official plane. The Russian’s at-

would apply to foreign policy 
are always expressed in the 
private jargon of Communist 
ideologists: 
Peiping for “Left-wing sectar- 
ianism; without ever men- 
tioning the Chinese; Peiping 
hurls back epithets like ‘“‘revi- 
sionism’’ without mentioning 
the Russians.

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Tschaikowski’s Strange Love Affair 
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Composer and His Patroness Wrote Ardent Letters to Each Other, Never Met

THE “SWAN LAKE” ballet, 
the “Nutcracker Suite,” sym- 
phonies, some of the loveliest 
piano concertos ever written 
. « » millions more people know 
Tschaikowski’s music today than 
in his successful lifetime. 

Behind this brilliant music 
lies the story of two lonely peo- 
ple . . . and one of the strang- 
est love affairs of all time. 

In the colorful, bell-j 
Moscow of 1876, Peter. Ilyich 
Tschaikowski was 37 years old 
and nearing the crest of his ca- 
reer. Then one day came a 
letter on faintly perfumed paper 
expressing flattering delight in 
his work and commissioning a 
new piece of music—if he would 
deign to write it. It wag signed 
“‘Nadejda von Meck.” 

Tschaikowski already knew the 
name. He had heard it only a 
few days before from a com- 
poser friend who had spoken of 
Madame von Meck as the 
wealthy widow of a railway mag- 
nate, -interested in the arts and 
a patroness of music. 

Tschaikowski liked nothing 
better than to be alone with his 
piano. He did not know that 
Madame von Meck was not only 
passionately fond of music but 
also, like him, had a deep dis- 
like of meeting people. Nor did 
he know she was 12 years hts 
senior. 

He wrote a piano piece for her. 
She paid him generously and 
within a month asked for an- 
other. “If only you knew what I 
feel listening to your music,” she 
wrote. Soon this was far more 
than the mere interchange be- 
tween a composer and his bene- 
factor. In their letters the “‘Gra- 
cious Sir’? and “Madame” of 
Russian etiquette suddenly van- 
ished, to be replaced by “‘Na- 
deja” and ‘Peter Ilyich.” 

As their friendship grew, they 
discussed a meeting. And they 
solved the problem .. . these 
two hopelessly shy people 
by deciding never to meet! 

“The more I am charmed, the 
more I fear meeting you," wrote 
Nadejda. ‘“‘Perhaps I couldn't 
talk with you. I prefer to think 
about you at a distance, to hear 
you in your music and in it to 
feel with you . . .” Tschaikow- 
ski poured the warmth of friend- 
ship into a symphony. Nadejda 
asked for a photograph. “I want 
to search your face for the

thoughts and feelings that. in- 
spired you while writing music 
that sweeps one into a world of 
emotions...” 


So it began, this pen-and- 
paper passion, the idyll—as it 
would be today—of a celebrity 
and one of his fans. Nadejda 
went to his concerts, and sat 
where she could not see him on 
the platform. On concert tours, 
he sent her violets from San 
Remo, roses from Paris. While 
traveling, ‘if her letters did not 
follow him, he fretted and wor- 
ried, inquiring again and again 
at the post office like any 
young lover. Once he kept an 
audience waiting while he went 
to meet the post! 


He wrote, ‘Oh, how I love you, 
and how very, very, eager I am 
for you to know it!”’ The test of 
this amazing pen friendship, in 
fact, lies not in burning phrases 
but in the wealth of great music 
it inspired over 15 years.

NO MATTER how handy you 
are about the house the chances 
are that there will be certain 
jobs that come up where the 
services of an expert are re- 
quired. One of the best ways 
to insure getting a good man for 
this job and at the right price 
is to get estimates from several 
contractors for the job in ques- 
tion. This is something that un- 
fortunately too few home owners 
do with the result that often they 
pay mueh more for a job than 
they should or get inferior work- 
manship. 

Let’s suppose that you decide 
that the house needs a new roof.

Since declarer works in the 
dark, however, he can only the- 
orize as to the likely distribu- 
tion.

But the contract is made if 
South ducks the ten of spades. 
This is what he would do if he 
saw the adverse cards, and what 
he should do though he does not 
see the adverse cards, 


The first step is to call in two 
or three local roofing contractors 
and ask them to give you an 
estimate on what the job will 
cost. You may get bids which 
are all more or less the same 
or you may get one bid that is 
quite low, another that is quite 
high and third that is about be- 
tween the-two extremes.

Next, suppose the spades are 
divided 4-4, The spade duck still 
makes the hand because the de- 
fenders, in such case, make just 
three spade tricks and a club. 


Finally, suppose West has five 
spades and East three, Again 
the duck does no harm, though 
in this case it does no good 
either. South simply cannot 
make the contract against the 
best defense, regardless of what 
he does. East would return a 
spade in such case and West 
would duck to defeat the con- 
tract. 


Note that we assumed in each 
case that East has the king of 
clubs. Of course, if West has 
the king, the duck again does 
no.harm since at least nine 
tricks will be made.

GUIDING HER TV AUDIENCE through a sleek, model 
home (not “‘house’’), the glamorous demonstrator pointed out 
“the food-preparation section.” Not the “kitchen,” a savory 
wes aeneeey Seacentied from the Latin “‘coquina,”’ which 

eet | has the grace to regard 
cooking as an art. 

The food-preparation sec- 
tion consisted of a bank 
of gleaming metal equip- 
ment—electric stove, elec- 
tric dishwasher, electric 
refrigerator (all looking 
alike except for the con- 
trol buttons)—and in- 
numerable depersonalized 
cabinets, easy to open, 
and a’ double sink as anti- 
septic as a hospital labora- 
tory. Everything was 
orderly and immaculate. 
There were no dirty dishes 
or, what would be worse, 
dirty pots and pans that 
defy automatic, easy-to- 
run dishwashers. No stains 
or streaks; no chips or 
dents. 

The TV audience could 
not, naturally, detect odors of cooking, such as boiling cab- 
bage, which makes a whole neighborhood feel hungry. Nothing 
can degrade a food-preparation section so much as using it 
for a kitchen. As a superintendent of the New York subway 
system once wearily remarked: ‘‘Running the subway would 
be fun if it were not for the passengers.” 


The food-preparation section was a bright corner 
in a compact house where the family could practice 
togetherness. No walls or partitions separated the 
food-preparation section from the dining, or eating, 
section and the living section. The living section was 
dominated by an imposing TV set, capable of coming 
to life with real excitement in the last 10 minutes of 
the program, when the good guy gunned down the 
bad guy triumphantly. 


There seemed to be no conversation pit where problems of 
state could be argued before a fire of synthetic logs by healthy 
young men and women in slacks. But downstairs there was 
a@ rumpus room, where members of the family who wanted 
to watch another TV program could sit on bar stools over 
glasses of foamy beer. By the way, does anyone know what 
a “jump room” is? Is it for jumping up and down or for 
defenestration? 

After making executive decisions in a briskly organized 
office all day or over lunch in a quiet restaurant, father 
comes home on the 5:15 with a brief case bulging with papers 
that he intend some day to read and evaluate. At the station, 
he picks up his road-ready estate wagon (seats nine happy 
people comfortably) and drives home to his split-level, family- 
toleration center. 

In the pink-glazed batliroom, he washes away tension 
odor and drives himself on towels that remain bathtime 
fresh all day. After slipping into dark slacks and a pastel 
pullover, he comes expectantly into the family room. 


Everyone is cheerful and radiant, the teeth even and 
shining, the skin fresh, the hair glowing with health and 
color. Who is this vision of loveliness in the food-preparation 
section? She is slender and youthful, with laughing eyes, soft 
hands and perfectly groomed nails, Her afternoon frock, 
which she wore to the self-service food mart, is gay and 
becoming; her tiny, busy feet, shot in spike-heel sandals, 
keep up a lively tapping on resplendent floor tiles. 

Can this dryad be his wife and the mother of three bounc- 
ing children? Her liver bile must be translucent in texture. 
No nervous headaches or upset stomach for her. 


Since this is not one of the evenings when the 
neighborhood gets together for a\ cookout at the bar- 
becue pit, she is preparing something simple. Tangy 
tomato juice to stimulate the appetite.

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Tributes Being Paid to Gen. John J. Pershing, Missouri-Born “oreo and Jane Addams, Peace Leader.

BY ONE of those strange 
coincidences of time and almost 
of place, just 100 years this 
week Missouri became the birth- 
place of a boy who was to grow 
to world fame as a leader in 
war while in Illinois there was 
born a girl destined to lead the 
world forces for peace. 


The Missourian was Gen. John 


Joseph Pershing, born Sept. 13, 
1860 near Laclede in Linn coun- 
ty. His boyhood home in La- 
clede, (population about 500) 
was dedicated today as a histor- 
ic spot in the Missouri state park 
system. 


Gov. James T. Blair led an 
assembly of Missouri state offi- 
cials in the public ceremony at 
the authentically refurnished 
Pershing home. Notable guests 
included former President Harry 
S. Truman and Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Army Dewey Short, 
former United States Represent- 
ative from the Missouri Ozarks 
region, who read a message in 
tribute to Gen. Pershing from 
President Eisenhower. 


The distinguished TIllinoisan 
born a century ago was Jane 
Addams, founder of the inter- 
nationally known social settle- 
ment, Hull House, and the first 
woman to be awarded the Nobel 
Peace P~ize. She was born Sept. 
6, 1860, at the edge of the 
Stephenson county village of 
Cedarville (population also about 
500), in the northern part of 
Illinois, near Freeport. 

Thus the stern man of war and 
the soft-spoken woman of peace, 
who lived such contfasting ca- 
reers on the world scene, were 
born just a week apart in 
neighboring states. 

Oddly enough the frail young 
woman from Illinois was a per- 
son of world notice long before 
the erect West Pointer from 
north central Missouri. Her work 
among immigrants and the other 
oppressed of Chicago’s poverty- 
ridden West Side and her writ- 
ings about her experiences re- 
ceived widespread attention by 
1900 

At about the same time, 
“Black Jack” Pershing was a 
promising captain who had 
served briefly with the rank of 
major in the Spanish-American 
War. He attained general officer 
rank with promotion to brigadier 
in 1906, but it was not until he 
reached four-star general, Oct. 
6, 1917, in World War I, that 
he became a renowned figure. 


Thereafter as leader of the 
United States Expeditionary 
Forces—the famous ‘‘A.E.F.”’ of 
doughboys from the farms, small 
towns and cities of America— 
Gen. Pershing’s name went 
quickly around the world. Had 
he been politically inclined, he 
might well have been a presi- 
dential nominee in the 1920s as 
Gen. U. S. Grant was after the 
Civil War and Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower after World War II. 


Without attaining the presi- 
dency, Gen. Pershing enjoyed 
a distinction that has gone to 
no other person. He served as 
“General of the Armies,” a 
grade first authorized for Gen. 
George Washington. There is 
no record that Washington ever 
accepted his commission in 
that grade. The rank of “Gen- 
eral of the Armies” ceased to 
exist when it was not continued 
by Congress in 1802. Then in 
1919 the unusual rank was re- 
established and Gen. Pershing 
received it Sept. 3 of that year. 


By that time, the Armistice 
which ended World War I had 
been in effect for almost a year, 
and the re-creation of the rank 
was a recognition of ‘he sterling 
military service in the first great 
world war of the soldier from 
Linn county. Gen. Pershing 
served in this unique rank 29 
years—until his death, in 1948. 
No other Army officer has been 
raised to this highest grade. 


Gen. Pershing was the first 
commander to lead United States 
troops on European soil. Another 
distinction for him, and one ac- 
corded to very few non-profes- 
sional writers, was the award of 
a Pulitzer Prize for a work of 
history. He received it in 1932 
for his memoirs, “My Experi- 
ences in the World War.” 

If his life brought him great 
honors, it was also blighted by a 
family disaster such as not many 
men are called on to suffer. His 
wife, the former Helen F. War- 
ren, daughter of a longtime 
United States Senator from 
Wyoming, Francis E. Warren, 
and three Pershing children, all 
small girls, were burned to death 
in a fire in 1915 at the Presidio, 
an Army post adjoining San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate. 

Only the Pershing son, Warren, 
was rescued from the horrible 
blaze. At the time of the tragedy, 
the General was on duty at El 
Paso, Tex., along the United 
States - Mexican border where 
trouble was brewing. 

The future military leader 
spent his boyhood as other La- 
clede youths did—going to the 
village school, working summers 


was a section hand on the rail- 
road who encouraged young 
Jack to plan for an education. At

an examination for the United 
States Military Academy. He 
took the test, passed it and 
entered West Point in the class 
which was graduated in 1886. 


His first active service was as 
a second lieutenant of cavalry 
in the campaign against the 
Apache Indians of the Southwest. 
After the Apaches were brought 
under control, Pershing com- 
manded the Indian scouts in sim- 
ilar fighting against the Sioux 
in South Dakota. 

Always.one to make the most 
of the passing minute, the young 
officer, on being assigned to the 
University of Nebraska as in- 
structor in military science, en- 
tered the Nebraska law school. 
He completed the course in 1893 
and throughout the rest of his 
life frequently employed his legal 
training. At the University of 
Nebraska he organized a drill 
unit which became known as the 
“Pershing Rifles’ in tribute to 
his leadership traits, 


Outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War in 1898 found him back 
at West Point as instructor in 
military tactics. He immediately 
requested service with troops 
bound for the area of hostilities 
and was assigned to the Tenth 
Cavalry. He accompanied his 
unit to Cuba where he served 
with distinction in the Santiago 
campaign. It was this service 
which advanced him to the anes 
of major. 

After a tour of duty i the 
office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War in connection with the 
new insular affairs, followed by 
appointment as first chief of the 
Division of Customs and Insular 
Affairs, he again requested 
troop service, this time in the 
Philippines where he put in the 
next four years largely subduing 
the savage Moros on Mindanao 
Island. 

His widely ranging military ex- 
perience continued to broaden 
when in 1905 he was sent to 
Tokyo as military attache. In 
this capacity he was an ac- 
credited observer with the Japa- 
nese Army in the war with Rus- 
sia in Manchuria. There he had 
a chance to study what was 
then modern warfare on a rela- 
tively large scale. Back in the 
Philippines in 1909 he was suc- 
cessful in taming another out- 
break of the Moslem Moros. 

For his outstanding work in 
Japan and the Philippines he 
was promoted to brigadier gen- 


eral and given command of the 


Army which entered Mexico in 
pursuit of Gen. Francisco 
(Pancho) Villa and his fierce 
troops. The chase was in retalia- 
tion for Villa’s raid on the bor- 
der town of Columbus, N.M. 
Pershing was careful not to of- 


fend the Mexican Government, 
but also was successful in break- 
ing up Villa’s band into ele- 
ments which went into hiding. 
He succeeded Gen.* Frederick 
Funston, at the latter’s death, 
in command of all troops on the 
border. 


With the entry of the United 
States into the first World War 
early in 1917, Gen. Pershing 
was the one officer with the 
varied training and high-echelon 
experience which the A.E.F. 
commander needed. 


President Wilson designated 
Missouri’s “‘Black Jack’’ to lead 
the United States forces in Eu- 
rope, May 26, 1917. Pershing 
sail for France two days iater. 
His instructions from the White 
House were to “‘co-operate” with 
the Allied armies as his judg- 
ment dictated, but to keep al- 
ways in mind ‘the underlying 
idea’ that his forces in France 
‘are a separate and distinct 
component of the combined 
forces, the identity of which 
must be preserved.’ ”’ 


In command of approximate- 
ly 2,000,000 American troops, 
Pershing directed his separate 
American forces in a Series 
of fast, driving military oper- 
ations that turned the tide of 
battle in favor of the war- 
trench-bound British and 
French allies. 


He came back to the United 
States as “General of the Arm- 
ies” Sept. 8, 1919 and served as 
Chief of Staff in the early 1920s. 
In the Chief of Staff post, he was 
responsible for development of 
a citizen army, reorganization of 
the military education system 
and modernization of the Gen- 
eral Staff. 


In his later years he lived in 
special quarters established for 
him at Walter Reed Hospital, 
Washington. There he died, July 
15, 1948, at 87. He had been a 
soldier in the armed forces 66 
years. He was buried with mili- 
tary honors amid the green and 
white of Arlington National 
Cemetery—a transplanted bit of 
Linn county, Mo., from west of 
the Mississippi. 

The Illinois girl who was born 
just a week before John J. Per- 
shing was called “America’s 
most useful citizen” and by no 
less an observer of useful citi- 
zens than President Theodore 
Roosevelt. In 1931 when she was 
awarded the Nobel Prize, the 
Swedish scholar who appraised 
her contribution to the world’s 
better life said: ‘She is the 
foremost woman of her nation, 
not far from being its greatest 
citizen.” 


Shortly before she died of can- 
cer in 1935—she suffered the 
pain of curvature of the spine 
through much of her life — a 
public appreciation meeting was 
held in Jane Addams’s honor in 
Washington to mark the twenti-

No one, as Lippmann also 
wrote, will ever be able to put 
into words the whole long rec- 
ord of the goodness of Jane 
Addams. Left motherless at the 
age of 2, she devoted herself to 
helping the unfortunate of the 
world who lacked adequate 
homes, enough food, time and 
opportunity to read and study 
and to make themselves useful, 
happy, informed, constructive 
citizens. 

Hull House, at Polk and Hal- 
sted streets, Chicago, which she, 
in company with her Rockford 
College classmate, Ellen Gates 
Starr, opened Sept. 18, 1889, was 
only the first of a long list of 
notable achievements. Using the 
social settlement as a base of 
operations, she influenced need- 
ed welfare legislation at the 
Chicago City Hall, at the IIli- 
nois Legislature in Springfield 
and at the National Capitol in 
Washington.

_ Living With Emphysema 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
I RECENTLY HAD a diagnosis of emphysema and was 
advised that I would have to live with it, as nothing much 
could be done about it. However, a friend seemed to think 


he had read an article in your column saying that some- | 


thing now could be done to bring relief to emphysema 
sufferers. Is this so? F.J.W. 


Well, yes and no. Emphysema is a stretching of the lung 
tissues—the lungs no longer contract as tautly as they used 
to. The result is that you don’t exhale as completely, and 
hence can’t draw as much fresh air into the lungs as you 
inhale, A certain amount of stale air remains. A larger than 
normel amount, that is, since, of course, the lings never do 
completely empty as you exhale. 

Your friend is misinformed as to there being any new 
remedy for emphysema. We can’t put the springiness back 
into these lung tissues. On the other hand, there are things 
that can be done to make life more pleasant for most patients, 


For one thing, smoking becomes a pointless habit 
when one has emphysema, because any smoke (and 
carbon dioxide) drawn into the lungs displaces that 
much air which might better be inhaled. 


In some cases, and you must depend on your doctor to 
decide whether yours is one that is suitable, it is helpful to 
take a few breaths of oxygen from time to time. Some 
patients have found the expense of having a tank of oxygen 
and an inhaling mask at home or in the office was justified. 
Small tanks are available. 

Many times some other condition is present, too, and 
should be treated. For example, if there is an obstruction in 
the air passages, it can be corrected. Obviously this will aid 
the patient whose breathing has become difficult because of 
emphysema. 

Many people are shallow breathers. Learning to breathe 
more deeply, using the deeper parts of the lungs as well as 
just the upper parts, will help them. 

Sometimes, too, nervous tension contributes to leading 
a person into rapid, overly shallow breathing. A doctor, not- 
ing this, can convince the patient of the vaiue of stopping to 
relax every little while, letting the lungs: work at their natural 
tempo. 


Naturally when the problem is that a person is 
not getting enough oxygen, it is not sensible for him 
to use up too much in sudden spurts of needless 


activity.

Huge Andes Volcano

IF WE SEEK the “highest 
active voleano in the world,” 
we may find a claim for Mauna 
Loa on the island of Hawaii. 


Many eruptions have taken 
place on Mauna Loa during the 
past 150 years, and we may 
describe it as an extremely 
active volcano. Instead of com- 
ing from a single crater at the 
top, the flows of lava have 
burst from various openings 
along the sideg during historic 
times. The openings are at 
heights up to two and a half 
miles above sea level. 


From one point of view, 
Mauna Loa is the highest active 
volcano because the island of 
Hawaii was made by ‘‘volcanoes 
rising from the ocean floor.” 

If we follow ‘that idea, we 
may add three and a half miles 
to the height of Mauna Loa. 
This gives us six miles as the 
total height. 

The argument has much in 
its favor, but geographers in 


-| general measure a mountain by 


the height of its summit above 
sea level. The same method is 
employed to figure the height 
of a volcanic peak, 


If we use the common method, | 


we must go to South America 
to find the highest active vol- 
cano.
